Sov iet dispatches pictured the Red armies a.s knifing down 
throug h the Donets riv er basin today in a sickle-like sweep to 
cut off the escape route of 250,000 German troops a t Rostov 
and London heard without confirmation tha t Russian shock 
troops now are storming into the suburbs of Rostov itself. 
London adv ices declared that at some points the Russians 
are within fiv e miles of the city proper. 
Dispatches y esterda y put the Russians 30 miles south of 
Rostov a t the nearest point. 
German field headquarters acknowledg ed the Russians are at­ 
tacking “ in the reg ion of the Don estuary ” and thus officially con­ 
ceded the dang er to the g reat Nazi base. 
Rostov lies on the Don estuary 25 miles from the Sea of Azov. 
The Germans also admitted sea-borne Russian troops have made 
new landing s near the Ax is-held port of Novorossisk, on the Black 
sea just below Kerah strait, but asserted that they have been encircled. 
The lig htning pace set by the Red armies racing south and w ^t 
aoroes the Donets river valley threatens to repeat the German mili­ 
tary debacle at Staling rad, where S^O.OOO Nazi troops and their 
satellites were trapped and annihilated.' 
Red army headquarters said the point of the Russian “ sickle” Is 
only IbO miles north of the Sea of Azov, In position to strike down 
to the sea west of Rostov, and declared that Soviet columns are ad­ 
vancing as much as 50 miles a day . 
Vast New Encirclement Threatened 
Battle dispatches said the armies of Col. Gen. Nikolai F. Vatutin, 
leading thto g reat new offensive, are smashing German communica­ 
tion routes, annihilating trapped German g arrisons and threatening a 
vaet encirclement of Nazi strong poinU in the Donets basin, 
German officers and soldiers, cut off by the lig htning sweep of 
the Red armies, are reported attempting to escape by disg uising them­ 
selv es in the clothes of Russian peasant women.

A German counter-attack sprung

Soviet dispatches pictured the Red armies as knifing down 
through the Donets river basin today in a sickle-like sweep to 
cut off the escape route of 250,000 German troops at Rostov 
and London heard without confirmation that Russian shock 
troops now are storming into the suburbs of Rostov itself. 
London advices declared that at some points the Russians 
are within five miles of the city proper. 
Dispatches yesterday put the Russians 30 miles south of 
Rostov at the nearest point. 
German field headquarters acknowledged the Russians are at­ 
tacking “in the region of the Don estuary” and thus officially con­ 
ceded the danger to the great Nazi base. 
Rostov lies on the Don estuary 25 miles from the Sea of Azov. 
The Germans also admitted sea-borne Russian troops have made 
new landings near the Axis-held port of Novorossisk, on the Black 
sea just below Keroh strait, but asserted that they have been encircled. 
The lightning pace set by the Red armies racing south and west 
aoroes the Donets river valley threatens to repeat the German mili­ 
tary debacle at Stalingrad, where 330,000 Nazi troops and their 
satellites were trapped and annihilated.' 
Red army headquarters said the point of the Russian “sickle” is 
only JOO miles north of the Sea of Azov, in position to strike down 
to the sea west of Rostov, and declared that Soviet columns are ad­ 
vancing as much as 50 miles a day. 
Vast New Encirclement Threatened 
Battle dispatches said the armies of Col. Gen. Nikolai F. Vatutin, 
leading thin great new offensive, are smashing German communica­ 
tion routes, annihilating trapped German garrisons and threatening a 
vast encirclement of Nazi strong points in the Donets basin. 
German officers and soldiers, cut off by the lightning sweep of 
the Red annie*, are reported attempting to escape by disguising them­ 
selves in the clothes of Russian peasant women.

Reservoir Supply Nears 
Exhaustion As Pumpers 
Insist On Pay Increases 


Council Is Called Together For 3 P. M. Session As U.S. 


Agencies Send Representatives Here To Inspect 


Effect On War Contracts; Pressure Falls 


A special council session was called for 3 p. rn. today to 
consider East Liverpool’s threatened “ water famine** result­ 
ing from refusal of pumping station operators to run water­ 
works pumps unless granted wage increases. 
Also, federal officials were expected here this afternoon 
to investigate how local industries with war contracts are af­ 
fected by the imminent water shortage. 
15. B. Laughlin, pumping station foreman, estimated 15 
percent of the city’s homes will be without running water by 
6 p. rn. He said homes in the lowest sections will have water 
on tap until the mains go dry. 
Pumping operators have kept pumps idle since 7 a. rn. 
Friday. 
Councilman John K. Shingler, finance committee chairman, con­ 
ferred with Safety-Service Director William Watkin at noon and then 
announced that Council President James Hall had been requested to 
call the councilmen together. 
R. L. Cawood, president of the Patterson Foundry and Machine Co* 
one of the four industries here working on war contract*, said he ex­ 
plained the situation to the wa>r production board and army and navy 
officials at Washington and they told him they would tend represen­ 
tatives here immediately. L. E. Menace, U. S. navy representative, 
arrived shortly after noon. 
Meanwhile, residents at some points on “the Heights” reported 
about noon that their water pressure was low but that water etui 
was available. 
Mr. ILaughlin said the city figures an average daily consumption 
of 3.6 million gallons, bat it wa* considered that this may be augment­ 
ed today and Sunday by housewives who already were filling up bath 
and laundry tubs and every available pail and bucket against a pos­ 
sible lack of water tomorrow. 
Ordinarily, the city pumps into the vast network of underground 
mains and when these fill, the water diverts then into the reservoir*.

It. is to be expected, of course. 
that the difference between the 
vote for congressmen and the vote 
for president will fluctuate from 
election to election and It cannot 
therefore be assumed th at the re ­ 
lationship established in 1940 will 
be duplicated exactly lu 1944. 
But an analysis which takes that 
relationship Into account is likely 
to give a more realistic picture of 
the situation than one which does 
not. 
That is because election results 
involving purely state and local 
offices aa well as congressmen 
sometimes give a misleading pic­ 
ture of party strength in presiden­ 
tial elections. 
For example. Illinois, Massachu­ 
setts and Ohio elected Republican 
governors and yet went Democrat­ 
ic 
in 
the 
presidential 
election. 
Michigan aud Indiana, on the other 
hand, elected 
Democratic gover­ 
nors in 1940 but voted for Willkie 
for president. 
Therefore In the last column of 
th e table given below, a percent­ 
age has been worked out for each 
stats to indicate the presidential 
strength of the two parties on the 
basis of the 1940 differential be­ 
tween congressional vote and presi­ 
dential vote. 
The differential is 
shown, and also the actual con­ 
gressional vote in 1942.

Weible, executive secretary of the

man, here Friday afternoon. 
la presenting the award, which 
was won last fall, to the group of 
salvage workers assembled 
with 
the board of county commission- 
'ers, Mr. Weible lauded the work 
which had been done by this coun­ 
ty in collecting 18 pounds more 
per 
person 
than 
the 
100-pound 
quota established throughout the 
state. 
The trophy is red, white and 
blue pennant on which the Ameri­ 
can 
eagle 
is 
encircled 
by 
the 
words, "United States War Pro­ 
duction Board”, and the word “sal­ 
vage” In large blue letters. It was 
received by Mr. Lower on behalf 
of 
the 
committeemen 
and 
the 
county, and the banner will be 
flown beneath the American flag 
on the pole atop the courthouse. 
Mr. Weible urged the continued 
activity of the committee In turn­ 
ing in any and all scrap, and ad­ 
vised the group that other drives 
are being planned to salvage ma­ 
terials such as Bi lk stockings, tin 
cans and fats vitally needed in 
the war effort. 
J. W. Janicki, assistant secre­ 
tary 
of the 
state division, an­ 
nounced these six month quotas: 
5,858 tons of scrap metal. 270 tons 
of tin cans and 81,110 pounds of 
fats. Mr. Janicki urged the con­ 
tacting of farm ers or others sav­ 
ing old machinery for the spare 
parts which can be salvaged, and 
urged that they be prevailed upon 
to remove those parts and turn the 
balance in for war conversion. 
In the campaign for collection 
of tin cans which it is expected 
will be launched in the near fu­ 
ture, there Is just one requirement, 
Mr, Janicki pointed out, and that 
is that both ends m ust be removed 
and the cans flattened. In salvag­ 
ing of tin, 
as 
much 
as 
eight 
ounces of pure tin can be obtained 
from 400 such tins, and 1,600 cans 
will provide enough tin for the 
wiring of a bomber. The salvaged 
cans virtually are the only source 
of tin at present.

Back To The Farm?

amount now received by pumping 
station operators. 
Among pay raise requests not yet 
acted upon and which councilmen 
ara reported to be considering fa­ 
vorably is the firemen’s, who have 
appealed for compensation equal 
to members of the police depart­ 
ment. 
Th* latter also has asked 
for salary increases. 
•et Deadline For Thursday 
Tuesday the pumping station op­ 
erators sent Service Director Wat- 
kin a letter, notifying him that 
they would stop the pumps at 7 
a. rn. Thursday lf their wage boost 
request was not granted by that 
time. 
Mr. Watkin told council he per­ 
suaded them to walt 24 hours so 
he could arrange a meeting with 
councilmen. The latter had schedul­ 
ed a meeting Thursday night to ai* 
range for purchase of truck chassis 
for the garbage department and In­ 
dicated their willingness to hear 
the pumping station operators at 
that time. 
Three of the four operators at­ 
tended the meeting, and Operator* 
Foreman Laughlin acted as their 
spokesman. The pay raise request 
includes a petition for a $50 per 
month raise for Mr. Laughlin—from 
$176 to $225, but he asserted the re­ 
quest was “not for a wage increase’* 
but to “have given back to us what 
bas been taken away from us." 
Suggests Stay On Jab 
Mr. Shingler suggested that the 
pumping station operators "stay on 
the job the same as the filter plant 
did.” 
He said the annual appro­ 
priation hat not been drawn up yet 
and may not be for two or three 
weeks. 
He Indicated the pumpers' pay 
raise request would be considered, 
but he emphasised: “I’m not prom­ 
ising anything; I want that under­ 
stood!" 
At 7 a. rn. Friday the pumper* 
carried out their announced Inten­ 
tion Of stopping the pumps and 
Mr. Laughlin said: “The next move 
Is up to council.’* 
Service Director Watkin’s only 
comment was that he ha# “some­ 
thing In mind” to deal with th* 
situation.

‘‘T AM a skilled workman, a tool and diem&ker, to 
1 be exact.” he writ©« , “and have worked on w ar 
m aterial in one form or other since 1930, not cou nt­ 
ing a few interru p tions in allied indu stries. 
“Absenteeism never seemed to concern anyone, 
becau se if hardly existed and that again becau se we 
worked reasonable hou rs. VV’iih the event of Poland 
everything changed. We first were asked and later 
p lainly told to work 10 and 12 hou rs a day, not five 
bu t six and lately « even days a week. 
“Considerable the abominable working conditions 
in a good many of the loc4il shop s and adding travel­ 
ing time and strain, that is enou gh to get the strong­ 
est man down in time. Now all this sp eed is p er­ 
fectly all right and the need for it exists, bu t there 
is Ju st so mu ch a man can do, Ju st so mu ch energy 
he has, and then—p u ff—he blows u p .

In the Travelers hotel. He was 
Introduced by Alvin Artier, pres! 
dent. 
“The medical profession is con 
servative in its acceptance of new 
ideas.” the Chester physician de­ 
clared. "However, once they are 
proven trustworthy, the majority 
of physicians are not chary of 
their use. 
Tells Of Sulpha Drugs 
“The war is speeding use of revo­ 
lutionary ideas in medicine and 
proving them successful. One of 
the greatest recent contributions 
to 
medical 
advance 
is 
sulpha 
drygs,” he said. “The family Is a 
large one, and their use removes 
tne fear 
of pneumonia, 
’strep’ 
throat and Infections of various 
kinds, not only for the patients, 
but also for the doctor. 
“A sterile package of sulpha is 
included In every soldier’s first 
ald kit, and he is given basic in­ 
structions for using them. Many 
a fighter will return safe aud 
sound, because of Immediate aud 
timely use of sulpha. 
“Under the stimulus of war, 
he continued, “plasma has been 
utilized in fields where it has not 
had widespread use. Plasma is 
used for shock, and countless lives 
are being saved In cases of burns 
or shell shock, thanks to the pints 
of blood you have been giving to 
the Red Cross bank.” 
The speaker also outlined the 
use of heparin to prevent blood 
clotting after minor operations and 
the Introduction of vitamin K to 
increase clotting where necessary. 
Surgery Less Advanced 
“The advances In surgery are not 
likely to be great,” he said In con­ 
clusion. “There is not a lot to be 
added to actual surgery. However, 
spectacular advances will be made 
In pre- and post-operative treat­ 
ments, making the chances of re­ 
covery more certain than in the 
past.” 
•

Asserting that “It Is impracti­ 
cable to continue indefinitely the 
diicharge of men as they attain 
their 38th birthday solely because 
of having reached the age," the de­ 
partment said: 
"To Induct a man Into the mili­ 
tary service and then return him 
to civil life after a comparatively 
short period In tho army would 
be uneconomical, resulting In a 
serious Inconvenience to the Indi­ 
vidual.

Must Submit Proof Of Plans 


And Prove Dispensable 


Bt Th* Associated Prsss. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 6—Thlrty- 
slght-year-old 
men 
seeking 
dis­ 
charge from the army on the basis 
of age will have to present proof 
to their plans to enter an essen­ 
tial industry and be sufficiently 
dispensable that their departure 
will not "seriously affect the ef­ 
ficiency” of their units, the war 
department says. 
Attainment of that age alone 
will not be sufficient basis for 
seeking discharge, the department. 
said Friday-In clarifying the pro­ 
cedure by which 38-year-olds may 
return to war essential farm or in­ 
dustrial jobs. 
Asserting that "It is impracti­ 
cable to continue indefinitely the 
discharge of men as they attain 
their 38th birthday solely because 
of having reached the age,” the de­ 
partment said: 
"To Induct a man into the mili­ 
tary service and then return him 
to civil life after a comparatively 
short period in tho army would 
be uneconomical, resulting in a 
serious Inconvenience to the Indi­ 
vidual, interference with the train­ 
ing program of the army and an 
necessary disruption of industrial 
employment.’’

The new post office regulation, effective January 7th, 
req uires that on all such new sub scriptions or on a 
change of address from this country to a point over­ 
seas, we must have a WRITTEN REQUEST from the 
service man to whom the paper is to b e sent. 


This req uest may b e sent to us direct b y the pei*son re­ 
ceiving the paper or it may come to us indirectly from 
the recipient through the person who enters the sub ­ 
scription, b ut in either case we must have a copy of the 
letter for onr files proving that the addressee req uest­ 
ed the paper. 


The ab ove applies to all persons in service overseas, 
to whom papers are sent through the mail b y ns, either 
direct to the addressee or in care of the postmaster at 
any point of deb arkation. 


It does not apply, however, to such sub scriptions that 
are now in effect. It will apply in the case of any sub ­ 
scriptions now in effect in this country if and when 
the recipient is sent overseas and the paper transferred. 
So, please, in entering a mail sub scription for a service 
man outside of continental United States, or in chang­ 
ing the address on a sub scription from this country to 
overseas, b e sure to b ring a written req ue.st from the 
person to whom it is sent, in order to avoid delay. A 
simple statement from him that he wants the paper 
will b e sufficient.

This request may be sent to us direct by the person re­ 
ceiving the paper or it may come to us indirectly from 
the recipient through the person who enters the sub­ 
scription, but in either case we m ust have a copy of the 
letter for our files proving that the addressee request­ 
ed the paper. 


The above applies to all persons in service overseas, 
to whom papers are sent through the mail by us, either 
direct to the addressee or in care of the postm aster at 
any point of debarkation. 


It does not apply, however, to such subscriptions that 
are now in effect. It will apply in the case of any sub­ 
scriptions now in effect in this country if and when 
the recipient is sent overseas and the paper transferred. 
So, please, in entering a mail subscription for a service 
man outside of continental United States, or in chang­ 
ing the address on a subscription from this country to 
overseas, be sure to bring a w ritten request from the 
person to whom it is sent, in order to avoid delay. A 
simple statem ent from him that he wants the paper 
will be sufficient.

Press corresp ondent to 
die in action since the current war 
began, though many hav e been in­ 
jured and one, W itt Hancock , has 
not been heard from since the 
Jap anese ov erran Jav a early in the 
southwest Pacific camp aign. 
The Sp anish civ il war, p rov ing 
ground 
for the p resent conflict, 
claimed the life of Edward J. Nell 
Jr., Associated Press sp orts ex­ 
p ert and war corresp ondent, who 
died of injuries receiv ed when a 
high-exp losiv e sheel struck a car 
in which he and other newsmen 
were sitting near Teruel. 
A recap itulation of the casualty 
list of American war corresp on­ 
dents since the outbreak of the 
p resent war in Sep tember, 19 39 , 
now shows 11 to hav e been k illed, 
two missing and 33 wounded or 
injured in line of duty .

Hammond Asks Cooperation 


? Of Packers, Growers 


I , TIm AOeelaied Pres*. 
COLUMBUS. Feb. 6—Wade C 
Hammond. 
Ohio director-at-large 
for the war manpower commission, 
Friday promised Buckeye farmers 
and food 
processors that 
with 
their cooperation the government 
can ’‘provide the complement of 
workers you need when you need 
them” to harvest this year's ex­ 
panded agricultural production. 
Hammond, In a speech prepared 
for a meeting of the Ohio Can­ 
ners association, admitted “there 
•re not enough trained workers 
to go around," hut declared suf­ 
ficient help can be furnished with 
the cooperation of packers and 
growers. 
The Amt duty of the former 
end canner, Hammond asserted, 
Is “to make plans now to hire 
end train experienced help.” 
“It was necessary for the armed 
forces to take raw recruits and 
train them. By the same token it 
Ie necessary for the fanner and 
food processor 
to 
accept 
less 
•killed help.” 
Hammond assured the canners 
that the WMC, the department of 
agriculture and the United States 
employment service have made 
“comprehensive plans” for help­ 
ing the farmer meet the labor 
problem. 
He said the three agencies, work­ 
ing closely together, will attempt 
to “adhist our efforts to the speci­ 
fic needs of each community” by 
recruiting and transporting work­ 
ers and providing selective ser­ 
vice 
deferments 
for 
necessary 
men. 
, 
The program calls for making 
use of handicapped workers In 
the immediate community; employ­ 
ing minority groups and notifying 
local 
employment 
managers 
of 
labor needs in time to allow for 
recruitment. 
It includes, he added, “the mo­ 
bilisation of women, youth and 
others la local communities to 
handle ‘flaeh’ or emergency har­ 
vests.”
